Philosophies of ‘Tom’ 
Marshall Were Marked 
By a Sparkling Wit 


Many Epigrams of Former Vice President 
Have Been Widely Quoted—Stressed 
_ Need of Old Fashioned Ideas. ~ 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 2.— 
Thomas R. Marshall, Indiama's 
former Governor and the nation's 
Vice President, “was full of epi- 
grams, many of which have been 
widely quoted. 

In nearly é@very. speech he made 


was at least one odd observation 
on current events. Some of these 
sayings follow: 

“The only difference between 
this generation and my generation 
is that they have different ways 
of making fools out of them- 
selves.”’ 

“The average idea of a home is 
a flat and a flivver.”’ 

“A man should marry and thea 
kiss his wife every day.as an evi- 
dence of good faith.”’ 

“I believe in vested right, but 
not in vested wrongs.” 

Not a “Grand Larceny” Lawyer. 

Mr. Marshall, in September, 
1924, announced the establishment 
of a law office with the firm of 
Merle, N. A. Walker and John P. 
Hollett. He said he would be in 
the office every da#¥ when the was 
in the city; but would be bound by 
no hours. 

“If something cemes along not in 
the nature of a grand larceny case 
and a person wants my advice, 2nd 
if it’s agreeable, I'll look after it.” 
said Mr. Marshall, in commenting 
upon his law practice. “If it isn’t 
agreeaDle, we'll part as friends,” 
he added. 

Americanization of the American. 

One of the last public addresses 
given by Mr. Marshall was deliy- 
ered before the graduating class 
of the Columbia City, Ind., High 
School, May 20. Excerpts from 
the speech are: ~ 

“Charters and constitutions wil] 
not make a free people, but educa- 
tiga and organized contro! : will. 
We talk about: Americanizing the 
foreigner, but what we need is 
Americanization of the American. 
The founders of the Constitution 
+ had faith in God and believed in 
the home. They also believed in 
obedience to law. No man has the 
right to sing ‘The Star-Spangled 
Banner’ in public and walk 
streets violating the law. If you 
do not like the law, change it by 
proper means. The only way I 
know of preventing laws being 
broken would be to have one law- 
yer for every client and he might 
advise him how to avoid breaking 
the law. 

“I. do not blame the young peo- 
ple of the present day. In my day 
they looked forward to a home 
and had no choice but to go to 
school or hoé potatoes. Now they 
look forward to a flat and buy an 
automobile, $5 down 
week and run it until it blows up. 

“IT have,talked with ajl_ the 
leading men of the world in regard 


they all believe that education and 
reaffirmation of belief in God are 
the only hope of the world. All 
Americans must work intellectually 
or physically so that they will 
preserve American "principles and 
aid other nations in getting to- 
gether on a similar plan, so that 


at least the battle flags may be 
burned in the Parliament of the 
world.”’ ‘ 


His Views on Congressmen. 

Mr. : Marshall had the old-fash- 
ioned idea that men were elected 
to the House of Representatives 
and to the: Senate of the United 
States to be leaders of opinion, to 
enunciate principles of govern- 
ment, and not be mere straws in 
‘the wind, blowing first one way 
and then the other as they thought 
their constituents might wish them 
to go. 

“The people of this country 
didn’t intend, in my: judgment,”’ 
said Mr. Marshall while he was still 
Vice President, ‘“‘that their repre- 
sentatives should be guided by their 
constituents but elected representa- 
tives shotlld act for them. Sena- 
tors and Representatives are like 
lawyers. Advice does not come

from the client to the lawyer, b 
from the lawyer to the client.

The Illinois Constitution stipu- 
lates that the Assembly, after each 
Federal census, shal) take steps 


to bring about a redistricting. This. 


has not been done since the last 
two Federal aensuses. 

P. J. Carr, County Treasurer, 
said he would withhold from the 
State $4,610,000 
taxes, which is now on hand. 

At Springfield it was pointed out 
that the statutes provide that if a 
County Treasurer fails to comply 
with the law in reference to tax 
payments he and his bondsmen 
may be compelled to pay one-tenth 
of 1.per cent a day on the sum 
withheld and that he may be re- 
moved by court proceedings.

cannot get ahea&; that they are 

being held back; that nobody cares, 

that they are not appreciated, and 

so forth—all the stereotyped rea- 

sons why they have not bettered 
themselves. 

A successful business man has 
fust said to me: 

“Tf I were to start a new organi- 
zation I would lay down the fol- 
lowing principles. and i! would 
eliminate anyone from my organi- 
zation who disapproved of them or 
did not observe them.

‘The Message to Garcia,’ which 
says in a simple sentence, "Do that 
which you are told.’ 

“Por the woe of the world would 
be lessened if everybody followed 
this one basic law of service. And 
in those few words, ‘Do that which 
you are told,” is embodied the suc- 
eess or the failure of every individ- 
wai. 

“Secendly, when you have been

delegate it to somebody else unless 
you see tt through to its conclusion. 

“Thirdly, do not be so submerged 
im your own particular piece of 
*weork that you do not know what 

aa going on about you. Remember, 
the man at the top got there de- 
cause he knew al! about the works. | 
If you are laboring for pay. you | 
will get so far. but if you are work<" 
ing for promotion you must under- 
stand what your employer is aim- | 
ing for in the whole organization. 

“I would not hire any one who 
insisted on doing enly that for 
which he was hired. There comes 
a time when some other thing will 
be asked of him to do. and so long 
as he is not overburdened, his serv- 
ices become more valuable if he 
evinces a willingness to go out of 
bis routine. Strict routine, by the 
way. is the surest killer of enthu- 
siasm, initiative and accomplish- 
ment 

“I would advance only those 
people who suggest things to me 
that I had not thought about fcr 
the betterment of my business. Toe 
worker who makes himself tndis- 
pensable is he who is planning for 
my success. And the more I can 
make him responsible for. the more 
he becomes necessary_to me and 
my enterprise. 

“Accuracy is @ very valuable at- 
tribute. It.is entirely wrong for an 
employe to answer positively about 
something of which he is not sue. 
He had best acknowledge his ig- 
reradnce rather than try to appear 
giib and full of knowledge. He will 
be found out anyhow. 

“Above all, the people I would 
eliminate as fast as possible are 
those who ask me how to do some- 

. thing, where to get it, and when. 
To me, the person is most valuable
